condition exists. In such cases 
the patient is told that he needs 
specific treatment. 


As to causes: sometimes 


heart has a particularly irrita- 
ble focus in the area where the 
leartbeat impulse originates 
The heart otherwise can be 
quite normal. 


The tachycardia also can oc- 


cur if the heart has been 
affected either by infection or 
possibly congenital factors. 


The rapid heart beat is rarely 


fatal, but if the attacks are 
prolonged, the heart muscle 
nay temporarily weaken, caus- 
ing shortness of breath, restless- 
ness, and dusky color. 


Some simple methods of stop- 


ping the runaway heart rate are 
deep breathing, holding the 
breath, a change of position 
(lying down, for example), 
drink of cold water, or even 
nduction of vomiting. 
Gentle pressure on the eye- 


sails or on one side or the other 
of the neck at the angle of jaw 
also may be tried — not both 
sides at once — but your 
physician-should instruct you on 
lie proper way to use these two 
methods-. - 


And, 
as your doctor said, 


various medications also: are 
effective. Your doctor has not 
felt this to be necessary in this 
case. Perhaps he "has reason to 
:hink that the youngster is going 
;o have his heart settle down to 
a steady rate — as you say, the 
:achycardia doesn't seem to 
mther the boy. 
I cannot comment on the 


seriousness or lack of serious- 
ness in this particular case, 
since I don't know what is 
ausing the tachycardia, but it 
may be that your doctor can 
give you more specific answers 
on that. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: When 


one has a cough and cannot 
swallow normally, how can he 
be sure if it is a hiatal hernia or 
cancer of throat? — Mrs. 
R.B.K. 


One can go to the doctor for 


some X rays — and maybe It 
will turn out that neither trouble 
is involved.

Women who smoke tend to 


have somewhat smaller babies, 
but I don't know of any other 
serious consequence. At any 
rate, I urge pregnant women 
not to smoke.

This Pollution Battle Was Won 


Ten years ago the waters which 


almost surround the city of Seattle, 
Washington, were called a stinking mess 
by almost everyone who took a look. 
Puget Sound was the recipient of 70 
million gallons of raw sewage a day. 
Lake Washington to the east has had its 
visibility decreased from 12 feet below 
the surface in 1950 to 2% feet in 1958 
because of the nutrients used to treat 
effluence before it was discharged into 
the lake. Almost all beaches on both 
bodies of water were closed or were so 
repellent- that no one wanted to swim, 
fish or even picnic near them. The 
salmon, once a major commercial and 
sports source, simply choked to death. 


' But today the beaches are once more 


open. The phosphorus 
in Lake 


Washington has dropped from 70 parts 
per billion to 29 parts per billion and 
transparency of the water has extended 
to nine feet below the surface. No raw 
sewage at all pours into Puget Sound and 
the salmon are migrating to their 
spawning grounds. 


Reversing the pollution rate can be 


done and Seattle and the surrounding 
communities have proved it against 
what seemed two decades ago almost 
insurmountable odds. 


The extent of the pollution was not the 


only problem. There were 18 separate 
metropolitan units of government with 
which to deal—and such units, par- 
ticularly the smaller ones, are highly 
sensitive about joining with larger 
communities in any project. When the 


Municipality of Metropolitan Seattle was 
formed to try to find a solution to the 
pollution, the Federal Clean Waters 
Restoration Act of 1966 was years away. 
This meant that Federal grants of up to 
55 per cent of the costs which- are 
available to such organizations today 
were limited to about 6 per cent. The 
overwhelming majority of the costs of 
the clean-up and replanning program, 
the building of primary and secondary 
plants, the construction of 110 miles of 
interceptor lines and 19 pumping plants 
as well as the costs of getting bills 
through the legislature, promoting 
cooperation and programs, legal and 
engineering fees were paid through local 
bond issues. The original plan was for 
$125 million but $20 million more was 
added. However sewer charges of $2.50 
per month for each residential con- 
nection were reduced to $2. 


It should also be noted that the 


pressure to clean up Puget Sound and 
Lake Washington came almost two 
decades before the country as a whole 
became aware of the vast pollution we 
have in so many areas and long before 
Earth Day demonstrations. 


There have been gloomy 
com- 


mentaries that Lake Erie cannot be 
saved, that the Potomac and other 
Eastern rivers are beyond help and that 
unless something is done soon Lake 
Michigan will be the next to be 
unredeemable. But the success in 
Seattle shows that it can be done—if 
people can be persuaded that the im- 
mense costs are worth it—and-they are. 


The Vanishing Polar Bear 


In recent years, we have learned that 


the polar bear—among dozens of other 
mammals—is threatened with ex- 
tinction. Its world population has 
dwindled, rapidly, to a point where it 
may have less than 20 years left. The 
best estimate available indicates that 
fewer than 10,000 remain, and they are 
being killed at the alarming rate of 1,300 
each year in four of the five circumpolar 
nations (Russia has banned polar bear 
hunting). Given the biological facts that 
polar bears mate every three or four 
years, have only two cubs and must be 
nurtured by their mother for 18 months 
in order to live, they will not survive long 


if hunting them is not strictly 
prohibited—all around the world. Even 
though killing a polar bear in certain 
regions has not been illegal, it has been 
in questionable taste for several years, 
considering the animal's threatened 
state. 


We mention this situation in con- 


nection with the exhibit at the Appleton 
State Bank of a recently-killed 
specimen, shot in-April by an area man 
near Point Hope, Alaska. It was a 
beautiful animal and is impressive to 
view, and we hope that the many young 
people who have seen and admired it will 
remember it well, because before long 
there may he none. 


Abouf Those Other Two Parties 


Socialism is a dirty word in the 


political vocabularies of some persons. 
They remember that — theoretically, at 
least—Communism is supposed to be a 
form of socialism. And they also 
remember the American tradition of 
rugged individualism, the hearty I'U-do- 
it-myself spirit of the pioneers. 


There are those, however, who are 


fond of pointing out that many of the 
procedures which have been adopted by 
city, state and federal governments in 
this century are forms of socialism in 
one way or another. Welfare, Social 
Security and the graduated income tax 
programs are not capitalistically- 
oriented in nature. Yet they were ac- 
cepted by most citizens as needed 
reforms which benefit the people. 


The United States seems to be 


moving toward a type of democracy 
•which mixes capitalism with socialism, 
a mixture which always has as its goal 
the benefit of the most people. Anyone 
who doubts this should compare the 
programs offered and the taxes 
assessed by government now to the 


situation at the turn of the century. 


The upcoming election points out, 


however, the Americans are 
for- 


mulating this evolving democracy 
through the two-party system. In 
Wisconsin, two other parties will be on 
the ballot. The American Party, of 
George Wallace persuasion; might be 
characterized as more capitalistic and 
individualistic 
than 
either 
the 


Republicans or Democrats. The 
Socialist Workers Party promotes a 
purer form of socialism than some of the 
measures adopted in America have 
included. 


One thing that should be noted is that 


the major parties undoubtedly will 
receive the majority of the votes. While 
there are those who want a. return to 
individualistic capitalism, and others 
who say that total socialism is the only 
way to cure society of all its problems, 
most Americans seem content to let the 
mixture which has been bubbling in 
national politics since the Progressive 
movement at the turn of the century 
continue to brew.

When 
the 
Canadian 


government banned the sale of 
fish caught in Lake St. Clair 
earlier this year and the 
Michigan state government 
followed the example a few 
days later, it was only the 
beginning of national attention 
paid to what seemed a brand- 
new menace that just ap- 
peared suddenly. 


The menace was mercury 


pollution, and it did not appear 
suddenly. Studies hurriedly 
made since the initial mer- 
cury pollution scare have 
shown that of the 50 states at 
least 33 face the prospect of 
stopping the flow of the liquid 
metal into their environments. 


A full-blown case of mer- 


cury poisoning can have 
gruesome effects. In the only 
documented case of mercury 
poisoning in this country, a 
New Mexico family ate pork 
from pigs which had eaten 
grain which had been treated 
accidentally with a mercury 
compound. Two children in 
the family lost their vision and 
lay in comas for months. 


Mercury attacks certain 


internal organs and the brain 
and can cause paralysis and 
even insanity in addition to 
blindness. Recent Swedish 
studies indicate it can cause 
abortions and deformed in- 
fants as well. 


The 
concentrations 
of 


mercury in Lake St. Clair 
were discovered by a Swedish 
chemist who was doing 
graduate 
work 
at 
the 


University of Western On- 
tario. 
He 
notified 
the 


Canadian government of his 
findings and it was discovered 
that the Dow Chemical Co. 
was dumping 200 pounds of 
mercury into Lake St Clair 
each day. 


It is estimated that all of 


Canadian 
industry 
was 


dumping about 250,000 pounds 
of mercury into the Great 
Lakes each year, or roughly 
700 pounds per day. Con- 
sidering that total, 200 pounds 
daily by one firm in one lake— 
a large lake but not one of the 
Great Lakes — is no small 
amount 


Not all mercury pollution is 


so blatant. Mercury, liquid at 
room temperature evaporates 
readily and has a way of 
sneaking into the atmosphere. 
Mercury pollution has been 
found in such unindustrialized 
states as Vermont and New 
Hampshire, and no one is 
quite sure how it got there. 
Two theories, though, are that 
it precipitated out of the at- 
mosphere as a sort of fallout, 
and that it is a residue of 
compounds painted on fallen 
timber 30 years ago to prevent 
it from rotting before it could 
be collected. 


Federally acceptable limits 


are one-half part per million in 
food and one-half part per 
billion in drinking water, so it 
does not take a great amount 
of the pollutant to render a 
stream a hazard. Mercury 
concentrations of as much as 
seven parts per million have 
been found in some fish and 
game birds—far too high for 
human consumption, ac- 
cording to the government 
limit
